D uring the present teachers’ insti­ 
tute a num ber of the instructors have 
taken occasion to discourage the use 
of the rod in carry in g on the discip­ 
linary end of their schools 
but the 
m ost vigorous denunciation of 
the 
practice was made th is m orning by 
Prof. C. F. Sanders, who said: 
“ It is easier to use the rod and en ­ 
force obedience in th a t way than to 
inspire pupils to a sense of w hat is 
rig h t and w hat is wrong. 
Wielding 
the rod is purely a mechanical pro­ 
cess and the boy coerced into obe­ 
dience by this m eans is likely to be­ 
come 
the 
so rt 
of 
individual 
who 
shoots presidents and kings. 
He will 
be a t odds w ith society and indulge 
a grudge a g a in st authority which he 
may vent on some individual. 
“I do not care to en ter into th e m a t­ 
ter of w hether or not ‘corporal p u n ­ 
ishm ent’ is necessarybut I do say th a t 
w henever we resort to it, either in 
the schools or in courts of justice, 
we acknowledge 
defeat. 
A 
severe 
physical m easure is a last resort in 
society a t large and much more so 
in an educational institution. 
It is a 
confession of failure when we send 
a man to the electric chair and a 
teacher confesses every time th a t he 
is a pedagogical failure as regards a 
certain pupil when he finds it neces­ 
sary to resort to physical punishm ent 
Lo bring about obedience. 
"The successful teacher is one who 
so inspires the boys and girls in the 
school with good principles th a t they 
will not only fail to be enemies to the 
cause of discipline but will lie posi­ 
tive contributors to the w elfare 
o\ 
society. 
‘‘W hat m akes the little ty ra n t on 
the 
playground 
wliat 
he 
is? 
He 
chinks th a i he is a suprem e law unto 
himself. 
Eel him know that he is 
only a p a rt of the show and th a t che 
perform ance can only come off prop­ 
erly when each plays his part. 
E du­ 
cate and inspire the children and a 
far better result will be obtained than 
with the use of a physical m easure.’ 
Much of practical benefit is being 
given the teachers a t th e various ses­ 
sions and the lectures are so in terest­ 
ing th a t many others attend. 
The 
singing is good and the day sessions 
are proving very attractive.
